Government  Mediators

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  2 — (UPI) — The  government  stepped 
back  into  the  steel  negotiations  today  but  officials  said  there 
was  little  chance  for  an  early  settlement  of  the  111-day-old 
strike. 

Union  and  management  representatives  were  summoned  to 
a meeting  with  federal  mediators  in  a new  effort  to  break  the 
deadlock  prior  to  supreme  court  arg\iments  on  a back-to-work 

injunction.  i — — 

It  was  the  first  time  govern- 1 , 
ment  mediators  mad  moved  into 
the  dispute  since  similar  talks 
blew  up  in  New  York  on  Sept. 


28. 

Labor  observers  regarded  the 
mediation  session  as  merely  a 
marking  time  operation  before 
the  high  court  hears  oral  argu- 
ments tomorrow  on  the  legality 
of  the  Taft-Hartley  injunction  to 
send  the  500,000  strikers  back  to 
work  for  80  days. 

GOVERNMENT  SOURCES  re- 
ported that  Labor  Secretary 
James  P.  Mitchell  was  urging 
steel  management  to  settle  the 
dispute  before  any  court  order 
goes  into  effect.  The  companies 
were  said  to  be  holding  firm, 
however. 

The  supreme  court  agreed  Fri- 
day to  review  the  union’s  chal- 
lenge of  the  injunction.  It  stayed 
the  effectiveness  of  the  court  or- 
der pending  its  final  decision, 
which  is  expected  soon.

Batista  Names 
Cuba’s  Castro 
‘Soviet  Pawn’ 

FUNCHAL,  Madeira,  Nov.  2— 
(UPI) — Exiled  former  Cuban 
dictator  Fulgencio  Batista  today 
assailed  Fidel  Castro  as  a Sov- 
iet pawn  who  “always  hated  the 
United  States”  and  “is  showing 
his  true  colors  now.” 

Batista,  looking  trim  and  dap- 
per, explained  that  Castro  was 
merely  reverting  to  type  when 
he  recently  blamed  the  United 
States  for  a pamphlet-bombard- 
ment of  Cuba. 

“NOTICE  HOW  he  always  ac- 
cuses the  United  States  but  nev- 
er Russia?”  said  the  one-time 
strongman  of  Cuba,  who  had  to 
flee  for  his  life  when  Castro 
took  over  last  January,  “I  could 
never  understand  why  the  U.  S. 
ever  supported  him. 

‘He  has  always  gone  against 
American  business  interests;  his 
sympathy  always  has  been  with, 
the  Communists,  and  he  always 
has  surrounded  himself  with 
them.  He  still  does  to  this  day.” 

“CASTRO  IS  A crazy  man,” 
insisted  the  ex-Cuban  boss.  “He’s 
butcher!  He  loves  to  kill. 
Didn’t  he  kill  three  boys  when 
he  was  still  a college  student? 
And  how  many  thousands  did  he 
have  executed  after  the  revolu- 
tion?” 

Batista  himself  has  been  ac- 
cuted  of  torturing  and  killing 
thousands  during  his  regime.  He 
was  asked  bluntly  whether  he 
could  honestly  say  he  never  kill- 
ed a human  being. 

“Only  one  man,”  Batista  ans- 
wered, “And  I did  not  order  him 
killed.  The  man  was  a German. 
He  spied  against  the  United 
States  and  Cuba  in  1943.  The 
highest  tribunal  in  Cuba  order- 
ed him  executed.  I had  to  sanc- 
tion the  execution  by  law.  That 
was  the  only  man.”

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Cats  Plow  Farmers  Und€

Brigham  Young  University’s 
football  team  sprang  ta  life  Sat- 
urday, capitalizing  on  Utah 
State  fumbles,  to  defeat  the 
Farmers,  18-0. 


Using  a new  T and  wing-T  at- 
tack, which  was  installed  earlier 
in  the  week  when  the  Cats  be- 
gan to  hurt  at  tailback,  the  Cou- 
gars showed  more  offensive 
punch  and  defensive  strength 
than  at  any  other  time  in  the 
season. 

WITH  SOPHOMORES  Jack 
Jordan  and  Paul  Allen  starting 
their  first  varsity  contest  at 
quarterback  and  right  half,  re- 
spectively, the  Cats  were  able  to 
keep  the  Aggie  defense  off  bal- 
ance. Howard  Ringwood,  who 
has  been  at  right  half  all  his  col- 
lege career,  made  a remarkable 
adjustment,  to  turn  in  an  ex- 
cellent showing  at  the  left  half 
slot. 

However,  it  was  the  running  of 
fullback  LeGrande  Young  that 
really  gave  the  Aggies  fits.  The 
big  senior  rambled  for  95  yards 
an  15  carries  for  top  rushing  hon- 
ors in  the  centers. 

COACH  TALLY  Stevens’  men 
won  the  toss  of  the  coin  for  the 
first  time  this  year,  and  marched 
79  yards  in  seven  plays  for  the 
first  touchdown.  With  Jordan 
calling  his  plays  well  and  passing 
superbly,  the  Cats  crossed  the 
Aggie  goal  at  11:24  of  the  first 
period. 

Jordan’s  pass  to  Allen,  good 
for  25  yards,  to  the  50  gave  add- 
ed impetus  to  the  drive.  Two 
plays  later  Young  brought  the 
Cougars  to  the  USU  eight  on  a 
draw  play  up  the  center  that 
was  good  for  33  yards. 


A HANDOFF  to  Allen  picked 
up  one  and  then  Jordan  rolled 
around  to  the  weak  side  and  hit 
left  end  Tom  Cole  with  the 
scoring  pass  that  covered  seven 
yards.  Ron  Jacobsen’s  attempted 
conversion  kick  fell  short  and  the 
score  read  6-0. 


Despite  three  Farmer  fumbles, 
the  Cats  couldn’t  seem  to  gen- 
erate another  sustained  drive  un- 
til the  third  quarter,  when  they 
again  erupted. 

EARLY  AFTER  the  kickoff, 
the  Aggies  were  beginning  to 
march,  when  an  attempted  pitch- 
out  went  awry.  Cat  defender  Cole 
quickly  pounced  on  the  ball  to 
give  BYU  possession  on  their 
own  45  yard  line. 

This  time  with  quarterback 
Ron  Startin  directing  the  Puma 
attack,  the  Tabbies  moved  the 
distance  to  score.  The  entire 
march  came  on  the  ground  as 
the  Cats  were  content  to  grind 
out  yardage  on  quick  slices 
through  the  Aggie  forward  wall. 
Young  and  halfback  Jack  Gifford 
did  almost  all  the  carrying. 

GIFFORD  went  over  for  the 
second  TD  with  5:39  left  in  the 
third  stanza  to  make  the  score 
12-0.  Startin’s  attempted  pass  to 
end  Fred  Leavitt  for  the  conver- 
sion was  batted  down  by  defend- 
er Dolph  Camili. 

Again  the  Aggies  attempted  to 
get  a drive  underway.  And  again 
the  Farmers  fumbled.  In  fact,  the 
USU  crew  dropped  the  pigskin 
on  their  second  play  after  re- 
ceiving the  kickoff. 

COUGAR  GUARD  Howard  Ho- 
man fell  on  the  loose  ball  on  the 
USU  33.  This’ time,  Startin  and 
Ringwood  teamed  up  to  move 
the  ball  the  distance  in  nine 
plays.  Ringwood  carried  the  pig-

skin  in  from  the  two  for  the  final 
tally.  The  extra  point  try  failed. 

The  fourth  period  saw  the  Ag- 
gies finally  pose  a scoring  threat. 
The  Farmers  had  drives  to  the 
19,  1 and  7 yard  lines  of  the 
Cougars.  Each  USU  march  saw 
a determined  stand  by  the  Tab- 
bies. 

The  deepest  Ag  penetration 
looked  like  a sure  touchdown  for 
the  Logan  eleven.  USU  recovered 
Nyle  McFarlane’s  fumble  on  the 
Y 17-yard  line.  Four  plays  later 
the  Ags  had  a first  and  goal  sit- 
uation on  the  three.  However,  on 
third  down  quarterback  Camilli 
couldn’t  find  the  man  he  was 
supposed  to  hand  off  to  and  the 
signal  caller  was  dumped  on  the 
four. 

THE  VICTORY  broke  a five- 
game  losing  skein  for  the  Cou- 
gars and  was  their  first  confer- 
ence victory  of  the  season.  Their 
only  other  victory  came  at  the 
expense  of  Arizona  in  the  season 
opener,  18-14. 


The  game  was  the  first  home 
win  for  the  Cougar  since  they 
dumped  New  Mexico  late  last 
autumn. 

The  Cats,  who  retained  the 
Wagon  Wheel  for  the  third  suc- 
cessive season,  also  scored  their 
first  shutout  since  the  1957  cam- 
paign when  the  Tabbies  blanked 
the  same  Utah  State  team,  14-0 
to*gain  the  wheel.
